A GERMAN OFFICER ORDERED TO COM-
MIT SUICIDE.

The Development of n Seandal Which Has
Shocked Society nt the German Caple
tal—The Real Story Has Just Leaked
Out,

fBY CABLE TO THE DISPATORY

Loxpox, Beptember 27.—A shocking
scandal is just pow agitating military and
polite society in Berlin, Last Tuesday
morping the news transpired that Major
Voo Normann, s most disgnished officer,
commandant of the training sehool for non-
commissioned officers at Potsdam, and a
great favorite of Kaiser Wilhelm, was
found desd in his quariers. He bad
commilted suicide by teking! poison
and then opened veims in  his
arme. It wns sssnmed the deed was
due to pecuniary troubles, like seyeral
other suicides which have horrified Berlin
within the pust month. The real facts have
sinee come to light, and prove Von Nor-
mann to have been a scoundrel of the vilest
character who long sgo ought to have been
removed from the responsible tion
which he oceupied by the personal favor of
Kaiser Wilhelm.

1t is not improbable that had he not tsken
his life Von Normann would have Emwktd
a military mutioy which might have re-
sulted in his murder, for he ruled the non-
commissioned officers under his command
with tyrannical crueity which bad ex-
as them to a dangerous pitoh and
took advantage of his power to indulge
habitually in vices, similar to those which
made Cieveland street infamouns. The ex-
posure came only & week ago. The officers
immediately held a conference behind
closed doors and finally sent three of the
cldest eaptsins as a deputation to in-
form Von Normann that asa German officer
against whom an infamous crime could be
proved it was his duty to shoot himsell.

Voo Normann ¢ no attempt to deny
the charges and promised the officers to com-
ply with their demands withio balf an hour.
The eaptains weited outside of Von Nor-
mann’s quarters for two hours and then as-
suming that the wretched man was too
cowardly to commit saicide retired, afier
placing a double sergeant’s guard on the
place. In the morning the eldest eaptain
went with & guard and warrant of arrest
only to find Von Normann dead. He must
have taken poison and opened a vein while
the eaptaius were waiting outside his door
and was probably dead before they retined in
disgust at his supposed cowardice, Mujor
Vou Norman was in command of the troops,
which by command of the nt Kaiser,

all exiw from Friedrichskron, im-

wediately Kaiser Friedrich cessed to
breathe. His death and the shameful cir-
cumstances connected with it will be heard
of without simulated sympathy by s num-
ber of people, including that remarkably
good hater, Sir Morrell Mackenzie.

Census Superintendent Porter Sud-
denly Leaves for Europe.

AN ANSWER T0 THE CRITICISMS.

Which Have Been Heaped Upon the Opera-
tions of His Burean.

THE ACCURACY OF THE ENUMERATION

A Oontingensy Under Which & Resount May be Ordered
in New York

Robert Porter unexpectedly sailed for
Europe yesterday, on the advice of hia
physician. His annual report, however, is
in the bands of Secretary Noble. He thinks
the present census the most complete and |
accurate ever taken.

ISPRCIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISFATON.!

New YORrx, September 27.—Robert P.
Porter, the Superintendent of the Census,
sailed on the Umbria this aflernoon for
Liverpoocl. Only a few of his intimate
friends knew of his presence in this city or
of his intended departure. He did not
reglster at the Fifth Avenus Hotel, where
he stopped last night, and he remained’ in
his room until it was time to leave
fo cateh the steamer. Mr. Porler was
looking pretty well used up. He has been
ill for a couple of weeks and 1s taking a sea
voyage upon the advice of his physician,

“I am not trying to run away from the
census,” hesaid, *'My physician in Wash-
ington said the only route back to the
census office for me was by the way ol a
sen voyage, and I am following his instrue-
tion. I hope to return in three weeks fully
restored to health.

ANNUAL REPORT COMPLETED.

Asked about the census, Mr, Porter said:
“l have not read a newspaper for three
weeks, nnd everything except a few impera-
tive matters bas been kept from me. For-
tunately my annual report was nearly fin-
ished before I was takea ill, and I wasable
to send it to the Secre of the Interior
yesterday. He will probably make it pub-
lic within a few days. :

“My report shows that the work of the
Census Office isin excellent shape, and is
further advanced than any preceding cen-
sus for many years at this time. Twoor
three volumes are all ready to be sent to
the Public Printer, and will be in shape for
distribution within a few weeks. They are
in the line of special work, such as mines
and mining, wealth, debt and taxation, ete.
It is unprecedented in the history of the
Census Office to have any of the volumes
prepared as early as this.”

SETTLING THE AUCOUNTS.

“The Census Office at present is engaged
in the effort w0 get the accounts of the
enumerators settled. It is a tremendous
job. We have 1,700 clerks at work on it.
It is important to have these accounts dis-

of as speedily as possible, for until
they are paid eack set of returns must be
kept separate and intact and we cannot
make up our classifieation.

“If the human race were all engaged in
one line of business the eclassification would
be a very simple matter, but as it is, we are
compelled to make many separate schedules.
There are 20,000,000 sheets of the enumera-
tors to be gone over and checked. Much
delay has been caused by stupidity or care-
lessuess on the part of the enumerators in

reparing their reports. Had each report
Eceu IIIISI out correctly probably all of the
enumerators would have reeeived their pay |
before this, We have checked up and paid
40,000 of these accounts and Itbink they
will all be aisposed of before the lst of
November."”

AN ANSWER TO CRITICS,

“The toial population of the United
Btates, as shown by the eleventh census, is n
trifle over 64,000,000. Iam aware that this
does not meet the expectations of some peo-

le, and they have seen fit to eriticise the
nsus Office in consequence. Now, asa
matter of fact, 64,000,000 is little in excess
of the estimates ol the population made in
advanee byfeareful statisticinns. The late
Congressman Cox, when he introducad his

bill making an  appropriation for
the taking of the elevenih ocensus,
said that after & carelul study of

the question he thought the population
of the county in 1890 would be betwean 62,-
000,000 and 64,000,000. At the rate of 10
conts per head he nsked for an appropria-
tion of $6,400,000 to be on the safe side,
That the actual count of the inhabitants of
the United Btates exceeds the higbest esti-
mates made in advance, Is pretiy strong
proof that it is very nearly right. Asa
rule patriotie citizans do not underestimate
the popolution of their country.

THE INCREASE IN WEALTH.
““The wealth of the country has increased
$60,000,000,000, as against §40,000,000,000

ten ;iﬂ 8go.

“Now as to the general eriticisms that
have been passed :.rm the Census Office,"”
Mr. Porter resumed. "I do not think, on
the whole, that they have been juliﬂed by
the facts. No census probably will ever es-
cape eriticism. It is so essy to find faul
and humsan nature seems to be construet
that way. Of course, such a gigantic work
as the compilation of the census ol our great
country can hardly be expecied to be alto-
gether free from fawa

“But I fnsist that the eleventh census of
the United States will compare favorably
with any previous censds ol our country.
As n matter of fact, we have learned by re-
ferring to the records® of the census, that
there were more umﬂ:lnh sent in against
the tenth census il bhave been made

alnst the present one. There were 64 ap-
plications for a recount by different cities
ten vears ago. That is a little more than
we bave received this vear,

THE RIVAL WESTERN CITIES.

“Ten years ago there was almost the same
trouble with St. Paul and Minneapolis,
8t. Louls demanded a reconnt, and Phila-
delphin was especinlly vociierous for it
Indignation meetings were held in Bouth
Carolina and other places South, protesting
against the census and denunnding a recount.
But when all these cases came to be investi-
stud it was found that there was a great

eal more smoke than fire in the complaints,
Probably sn examination of the records
would reveal a similar state of affairs at
every national census since the foundation

of the conniry.”

“Less than 64 applications for a recount
bave been made year, and only four
have been granted. Bt, Paul and Minne
apolis are exceptions. I ordered the recount
there myself, as I was satisfied, from an ex-
amination of the returps, that irands had
been committed, and the reconnt proved
such to be the case.

GREAT BIRCHALL MURDEE TRIAL.

Further Bvidence Given by Witnesses Who
Knew the Prisoner.

THECASEGOES TOTHE JURYON MONDAY.

Despendency of the Little Wifs Whees Husband is o
Trial for His Life.

Several doctors testified at the Birchall
trinl yesterday, one stating that the wonnds
were inflicted on Benwell, the murdered
man, two days before his death, while other
medioal witnesses said that it was diffienlt
to to tell the time when the brulses were in-
flicted.

Woopsrock, OxT., Beptemaber 27, —
Medical testimony was given at the Birenal®
trial to-day, Dr. Mearns stating that he be-
lieved the wonnds were inflieted on Benwell
two days before his death. Mr. Blackstock
said ir there wns evidenoe presented of a
bluish-gréen tinge it would be almost abso-
lute proof that the wound had been 1nflisted
at some time not léss than 24 hours before
death,

Dr. Richardson, when cross-examined by
Mr, Osler, said it was difficult to tell upon
the examination of a bruise on a dead body
whether that braise was inflicted before or
after death. The time within either side of
death of the infliction of a bruise would be
difficult to determine in several hours.

The Judge—Doctor, suppose this man
fell forward on his death, what would be
the color within 24 hours of its infliction of
& bruise received inlfalling.

A QUESTION OF COLOR.

}E;alnr—Tha color would be dark pur-
plish.

Judge—One of the medical men said it
was a bronze color.

Birchall 11 Woodstock, and saw him in
that town on February 17 last. On cross-
examination by Mr, Osler witoess said he
had known RBirchall well, but that they
then met for the first time after the long
period of Birchall's absence. He had
meraly nodded in passing. He mentioned
bhaving seen Birchall the same atternoon.

APPEAL PROM JUDGE EWING'S DECISION

The Ongisl Chargss of Fraudulest Collasion t0 b

Judge Ewing's decision spproving the
sale of the old Poor Farm to M. T. Baird
has been appealed from and “carried to the
Supreme Court. Mayor Gourley says he

will not sign the deed tragsférring the prop-

erty until after a fipal decision has peen
resched.

The sale of the old Poor Farm is nof yet
s settled fact. W. W. Thompson, Esq.,
yesterday tock an sppeal from Judge Ew-
ing’s decislon in the suit of Straub sgainst
the eity of Pittsburg fo prevent the sale of
the old Poor Farm to M. T. Baird and the
purchase of the Stewart farm for the new
location. Judge Ewing held that the sile
was legal, but decided against the purchase.
Mr. Stewart has had enough, and is williag
to let the matter rest so far he Is concerned,
more especially as-he has an offer for his
farm which will net him more mouney than
the city proposed to pay. Mr. Btranb,
bowever, is not satisfied with Judge Ew-
jog’s confirmation of the sale, and has earried
the matter up to the Supreme Couri.

Attorney Thompson said vesterday that
the appeal reopesed the case, and the Su-
preme Court would bhave an opportunity to
review the whole matter. The action taken
is surely preliminary, ahd Mr. Thompeon
bas not yet prepared his statement, which is
experted to allege errors in the Judge's de-
cision ae well as the original charge of col-
lnsion between Mr. Baird and Carnegle
Bros. & Co.

CAN SIGN THE DEED.

W. H. House, Esq,, of the City Attorney's
office, was asked what effect the appeal
would have upon the completion of the
saje of the farm by the cliy. Hesaid: “It
does not necessarily have any #fect. 11 the
Mayor sees fit he can sigu the deed and the
property will be transferred upon receipt of
the purchase mopey in accordance with the
agreement. If the Supreme Court should
afterward decide that the sale is illegal, the
city would refuse the money, and the pur-
chasers would bave give up the property
and returned (e deed, which wounld then be
cancelled.””

The deed for the transfer of the property
to Carnegie Eros. has been prepared for sev-
eral duys, but owing to Mayor Gourley’s
sickness and consequent absence from
office, nothing further eould be done.

His Honor was ween at his residence last
evening, and was asked whether he would
sign the deed now or await the final decision
o/ the Supreme Court, He replied: "'While
I bave no teeling whatever about the sale,
aud believe that Judee Ewing will be sus-
tainT:!II by the higher court, I believe it

until the matter is settled forever by the Su-
preme Court. I do not think sush a dela
will work any injury to the purchasers,

if the Supreme Courl's decision should be
adverse, it would save theeity some expanse
and trouble, As 1 understand it, if the
city made the deed, and
was deelsred illegal, it would be
necessary to eunfer a suit of ejectment
against the purchasersof the property to
recover possession. The Supreme Court
convenes here on the first Monday in Oc-
toher, and will reach the Allezheny county
cases about the first week in November.
The delay ean hardly exceed six or seven
weeks, and as this is hardly the time of
year thatcontemplsted improvements ate
commenced I do not see why there isany
need for haste, No, I do not think I shall
sign the deed until after the Supreme Court
has passed upon the sale.”
